Q What are Canada Savings Bonds? 

A Canada Savings Bonds are the successor 
to Victory Bonds and War Savings Certificates. 
They are your country’s promise to return 
your money to you at any time and to pay 
you interest at an attractive rate. 


Q Why are Canada Savings Bonds being 
offered? 

A Because during the war, millions of Cana- 
dians learned the savings habit by buying 
Victory Bonds and War Savings Certificates. 
A recent survey shows that 82% of them 
want to keep on saving by a similar plan. 


Q_ Is the Government selling Canada Savings 
Bonds just to raise money? 

A No. Borrowing needs of the Government 
can be met by other types of loans. The main 
purpose of the Canada Savings Bond is to 
provide Canadians with a convenient way 
to continue this kind of saving and invest- 
ment in peacetime. 


Q Is there any limit to the amount of Canada 
Savings Bonds that one person may hold?

A Yes, any branch in Canada of any chart- 
ered bank will cash your bond immediately 
at full face value, plus interest at 2%4%, 
upon your identification as the registered 
holder. 


Q_ Can Canada Savings Bonds be assigned or 
transferred? 

A They can be cashed, but not assigned or 
transferred. This is necessary to prevent any 


individual from acquiring more than the 
authorized limit. 


INTEREST COUPONS 


Q_ What interest is paid on Canada Savings 
Bonds? 

A 234%—payable yearly on November lst 
from 1947 to 1956, by coupon cashable with- 
out charge at any branch in Canada of any 
bank. 

Q_ Are interest coupons registered? 

A No. They are payable to bearer. 


REGISTRATION PROTECTION 


Q Why is it necessary to register Canada 
Savings Bonds? 

A Registration gives protection in case your 
bond is lost, stolen or destroyed. It is also 
the simplest way to ensure that individuals 
do not hold more than the $2,000 limit.

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AUCTION SALE The World Sugar Situation 


The present shortage of sugar is 
worldwide and a direct result of 
duced production caused by war con- 
ditions. The world production of sug- 
ar during the prewar year 1985 36 av- 
eraged 34.5 million tons. Production 
for the 1945-46 crop year amounted to 
only 27.2 million tons This is the 
smallest since 1928-24. The largest 
decline in production has been in Eur- 
ope and Asia. Total production in 
Burope declined nearly 4.7 million 
tons, or about 45 per cent from 1934- 
39 to 1945. Normally Europe produces 
the major part of the sugar which its 
people consume, but large imports are 
needed this year. Production of sug- 
ar in Asia for the crop year 1945-46 
amounted to only 7.4 million tons, 
about one-third below the prewar aver- 
age. Most of the reduction has occur- 
ed in the Phillippines, Java, and For- 
mosa, all important exporters of sugar 
in prewar years. Cuban production in 
1945-46 amounted to 4.4 million tons, 
an increase of 500,000 aons over the 
previous year and 1.3 million tons a- 
bove the 1935-39 average. A large pro- 
portion of this crop will go to Europe. 


The prospective supply of sugar for 
the United States for 1947 is some- 
What greater than the quantity avail- 
able this year. although still consider- 
ably below normal. The acreage 
planted to sugar beets in the United 
States is about 20 per cent larger this 
year than last. With average yields 
this acreage will provide about 1.7 
million tons of sugar. 

There is as yet no estimate on the 
Canadian sugar beet production in 
1946, although the province of Alberta 
expects a crop of from 360,000 to 400,- 
000 tons ,and harvesting has commenc- 
ed in southern Alberta. The largest 
crop ever harvested in Alberta was 
363,000 tons of beets in 1945. This 
year the production of refined beet 
sugar in Alberta will be over 100,000,- 
000 pounds. 

A newsletter of the Lethbridge Ex- 
perimental Station states that enough 
sugar is produced in southern Alberta 
to supply the requirements of all Al- 
berta to supply the requirements of 
all Alberta, all of Saskatchewan and 
most of Manitoba and still have some 
to spare under present rationing. This 
means that, because of the sugar in- 
dustry, several million dollars flow in- 
to Alberta annually from her sister 
provinces, and this money finds wide 
distribution through transportation 
systems, warehousing and distribution 
centres.
